The object con- 
tinued to hover at the altitude of approximately 16,000 feet (according to 
theodolite readings conducted by A/2C Hill at the time) for fifteen seconds, 
The observer continued to watch the object for five minutes while it climbed 
to the west. Upon moving it appeared to be a red ball~shaped dot. It left 
no trail and seemed to be gaining altitude at a tremendous rate of speed, 
finally disappearing after five minutes.

2. The observer stated that the object disappeared in a northwesterly 
direction and sesmed to be climbing rapidly. Theodolitse reading of 301 
degrees were taken for five minutes as the object disappeared from view.
